Unsurprisingly, it all looks a whole lot 
smoother and more detailed than the 
PlayStation version. Lara herself has even 
undergone some subtle remodelling to match 
the lavish environments. The 3-D engine is 
similar to the PC one, boasting top-notch 
graphical effects such as detailed bitmap and 
environment mapping, and volumetric fogging. 
The latter is a graduation of mist which bleeds 
into the surroundings, enabling it to start off 
very fine and then build into the distance. 
Basically, it makes the view look a lot more 
realistic, rather than appearing too sharp- 
edged. A similar technique is used for the 
lighting, bleeding coloured lights into one 
another rather than having a hard boundary. 
As in the previous adventures, the 
atmosphere is enhanced by orchestral 
incidental music which gives the proceedings 
the ambience of an epic film. When a spooky

tune starts playing, you know that something 
dramatic is around the corner. And there are 
plenty of traps and enemies to drain Lara’s 
energy — you'll need to find medikits to top it 
up, as she only has one life. Leaping over spike- 
filled pits, dodging crushing rock columns, and 
dashing over crumbling floors is par for the 
course. Precise platform-jumping, ledge- 
grabbing and rope-swinging are all essential 
skills to avoid a sticky end, so it’s just as well 
that you can save your game at any point 


Shoot To Kill 


A wide range of enemies also lurk around the 
levels, including scorpions, wild dogs, Uzi- 
wielding Arabs, mummies, skeletons, sharks, 
and strange mythological beasts. At least this 
time there aren’t any endangered species for 
Lara to bag — although that’s probably only 
because she’d already made them extinct in 
her previous adventures! 

To fend off enemies, Lara starts off with 
twin pistols, but more powerful weapons can 
be found throughout the levels, including a 
shotgun, Uzis and grenade gun. Although 
these aim automatically at enemies when in 
range, a telescopic laser sight can be found 
and used with the crossbow or revolver for 
precise first-person targeting. Frenzied 
blasting will get you nowhere in this game, 
however, as the various types of ammo are 
limited and extra supplies are often difficult to 
find — so you'd better keep an eye out for 
secret areas. 

Weapons and ammo are stored and selected 
in Lara’s inventory, along with any keys and 
special items collected, some of which can be 






combined to form new ones. Logical puzzle 
solving is a mainstay of the gameplay. Puzzles 
include activating switches (sometimes in a 
certain order) to reveal new areas, 
pushing/pulling statues onto floor panels to 
unlock secret doors, and using two flasks to 
measure Out a precise amount of water. 

On one level there’s even a massive chamber 
with a Ludo-style board game to play. On 
another, Lara must find a switch to rotate an 
entire room so she can reach new areas of it. 
Working out exactly what to do is complicated 
by the way that some levels are grouped 
together, so you often need to go back and 
forth between them, completing various tasks 
for continued progress. 

IF you get tired of running around on foot, 
certain levels feature vehicles which are great 
fun to drive. Once she’s found the ignition 
keys, Lara can hop into a Land Rover and drive 
it over rough terrain and up steep slopes that 
she normally wouldn't be able to negotiate. 
Later on, she straddles a motorbike to 
perform daring ramp jumps over deadly pits. 
She can even find a way of souping it up for 
extra speed. 

Such a wide diversity of engaging gameplay 
should make for an unmissable adventure on 
Dreamcast — with the machine able to do full 
justice to Core’s ornate level designs. Those 
looking for a mammoth challenge will certainly 
have their hands full with the game’s 35 
sprawling levels. Planned for a March release, 
we'll bring you the full review of The Last 
Revelation next issue. In the meantime, just try 
not to drool as you feast your eyes on the 
screenshots — and Lara!

Sega realised the pulling 
potential of Half-Life, and in spite of 
reticence on behalf of Valve, 
announced at a pre-Tokyo Game Show 
meeting in late ‘99 that the game 
would form the launch salvo of its online 
gaming option by the end of 2000. 
Since that statement, nothing has been 
said further by either party on this major 
coup. So, what is it, and why should you 
be excited about its potential appearance 
on Dreamcast? 


Loving The Alien 


On a surface level, Half-Life was a 
graphical and aural delight for those 
PC owners who had lashed out on a 
decent set up. Whilst it was built upon 
the Quake II game engine, Valve 
eschewed from providing the previous 
standard first-person shoot-’em-up 
‘stupid’ badguys, who mindlessly attack 
you with little regard to their own safety.

What made Half-Life such a barnstormer when it 
first appeared during late 1998? We asked resident 
PC expert, Geoff Spick, that very question... 


























+ A while back, movies and games threatened to merge, with disastrous 
results for gameplay. You could only watch so much bad CD-ROM 
generated video before you lost interest - everyone responsible looked 
embarrassed, and game/movie titles drifted to the bottom of the 
entertainment gene-pool. 

During 1998, little-known Valve Software took apart the Quake II game 
engine, rebuilt it and produced Half-Life - true gameplay with a grand 
action movie feel to it. In the game, Gordon Freeman, a humble scientist at 
the Black Mesa Research Facility, took on an alien race and the dark forces 
of the American Government. 

No surprise there, but at every step Half-Life threw something new at 
you. Every sound was timed to make you fear turning a corner and the 
aliens were novel and inventive in their violent ways. You couldn’t help but 
admire the Special Forces when they 
hunted you as a squad and every time 
your flashlight caught something 
unknown in its beam, terror and reflexes 
took over. If Half-Life became a film it 
would have starred Bruce Willis, but the 
hero is you, and when it is finally ported 
over, Dreamcast owners should lap it up!

right, once you had worked out the 
attack patterns and weaknesses of the 
various monsters, eventual success in 
battle was almost certain. However, the 
denizens of Half-Life were a different 
kettle of critters altogether... they want 
you dead, but they're not inclined to 
commit suicide in the process. 

Realism is the key word when playing 
Half-Life. Instead of picking up weapons 
which conveniently float in space (like so 
many other games). Ha/f-Life's arsenal is 
provided from a more realistic conceit — 
for example, that unfortunate Special 
Forces troop lying dead in a hallway isn’t 
going to need his gun anymore... so why 
not relieve him of it? Also, those gun 
racks may hold some potentially life- 
preserving goodies, and don’t forget that 
there may be some vital ammunition 
locked away in storage cupboards or 
within wooden packing crates. 

In a nutshell, Half-Life places you ina 
life-threatening and disturbingly realistic 
environment, and challenges you to 
figure out exactly what you would do to 


survive, for real, in the same situation. All 
of this is binded together by an excellent 
story line, written by award-winning 
horror novelist Marc Laidlaw, which 
unfolds regardless of where your 
character is residing at the particular 
time. For example, white-suited scientists 
populate Black Mesa's corridors, engaged 
in conversations with each other — Half- 
Life allows you to butt in, or not, 
whatever the case may be... they'll carry 
on without you either way. 


Weird Science 


Following its initial PC release, Half-Life 
was demonstrated on the Power VR 
platform at an American expo during early 
1999, which led further credence to the 
fact that a conversion would be a relatively 
easy matter for Valve (simply because 
Power VR is not that far removed from 
Dreamcast’s Windows CE operating 
system). Considering the expeditious 
nature in which the likes of Shadow Man, 
and now Tomb Raider: The Last 
Revelation, were ported over from PC (in

approximately three months apiece), it is a 
sound theory that a Half-Life Dreamcast 
translation should not take long. 
However, one of the main reasons 
touted for the conversion delay is the 
still inoperative multiplayer gaming 
aspects of Sega’s Dreamcast Internet 
capabilities. Whilst Half-Life has won 
many awards due to its intelligent and 
involving one-player mode - it has been 
declared almost unanimously as the 
greatest PC game ever — the game’s 
longevity has been assured through the 
compulsively addictive multiplayer mode. 
Like Quake II, Half-Life reaches new 
levels when played over the Internet, 
where you can pitch your predatory skills 
against an almost infinite number of 
potential enemies from across the globe. 
This is what Sega Europe meant when it 
declared in the pre-launch publicity that 
Dreamcast will allow you to play with up

to six billion players. However, getting 
this key element right first time on the 
Dreamcast is the alleged reason why 
Sega is now currently looking at a late- 
2000 release for a Half-Life port. 

Whilst it is always painful to wait for 
exciting and innovative products such as 
Half-Life, if the developer is using this 
time to guarantee a top notch product, 
then it is the gamer who will eventually 
reap the benefits. Also, if Sega’s online 
gaming mode is to be taken seriously, as 
well as be a viable alternative to a wallet- 
draining PC set-up, it needs big titles. 
Without a doubt, Half-Life alone is the 
one PC game that will have the 
Dreamcast masses running up huge 
telephone bills via Sega Europe’s Web 
portal. In the meantime, check out the PC 
screenshots on these pages and repeat 
this mantra after me, “Half-Life on ©) 
Dreamcast will be worth the wait”.

Getting Dizzy With It 


Daytona USA 2 is the latest game to be 
making the transition from coin-op to 
Dreamcast and is yet another beast of a 
game from Sega and its all-conquering 
AM2 department. After the madness of 
Crazy Taxi and the wackiness of Jambo! 
Safari, Daytona USA 2 might seem to be 
a little tame by comparison, but as a 
racing game in its own right, it is fast 
and frantic stuff as you bomb around the 
tracks, trying not to get too giddy in the 
process. Daytona USA 2. might be ‘just 
another racing game’ to some, but to 





others it is a religion, with its high speed 
capers and dirty tactics of ramming and 
cutting up opponents. 

The game offers three modes of play 
and three courses corresponding to the 
difficulty level, so be you a beginner, 
intermediate or an expert, this game will 
test your driving skills and reactions to 
the limit. You have to keep your wits 
about you the whole time just to stay in 
one piece and on the track. The whole 
experience is made all the more realistic 
by the fantastic control offered by the 
steering wheel and the force feedback 
that is generated through it when 
skidding or ramming other cars. 


Driving Round In Circles 


As with any racing game, the aim is 
simple — pass the flag with nothing but 
clean air in front of you, while all the 
others are choking in the dust behind 
you. It’s not easy going, however, as you 
must navigate the track eight times 
without being rammed into the wall or, 
worse still, going cross-eyed with 
dizziness. Despite the fact that all 
Daytona USA 2 requires you to do is to 


drive around in circles, the game will 
incite the boy racer from within, offering 
all the thrills and spills of the real thing... 
without the threat of killing yourself. 

Graphically, the game looks fantastic — 
much better than the original — with pop- 
up and other sinful entities banished to a 
far off land. The speed is conveyed 
brilliantly, especially with the in-car view, 
and the sound isn’t bad either, with a mix 
of engine revs, commentary and music 
blasting in one ear and out of the other, 
making the whole experience a veritable 
feast for the senses. 

In truth, Daytona USA 2 is much like 
Sega’s alternative arcade racer Sega Rally 
2 in regards to its gameplay and instant 
fix of speed and adrenaline — not that 
that’s a bad thing. No doubt Sega will 
include a greater number of cars, tracks 
and modes for the Dreamcast version, 
much in the same way that Sega Rally 2 
was beefed up for its home appearance.

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> Before 3-D graphics were commonplace, racers mainly used a process 
called sprite enlargement to recreate the sensation of speed. This process 
required drawing a flat object (say a tree) and then zooming in on 
it to create the impression that it was moving towards you.

Meanwhile, on early home computer 
systems racing games were not so 
astounding. The limited power of these 
machines was so far behind that of the 
arcades that any recreation of speed was 
often a doomed exercise. In 1985 (the 
year before Out Run appeared in arcades) 
Zzap 64 magazine listed the top 64 
games for the Commodore 64 and didn’t 
include a single racing game, a situation 
that is very hard to imagine happening 
today. One notable exception was Geoff 
Crammond’s Stunt Car Racer. This first- 
person perspective game had 
rollercoaster-styled tracks and the 
incredibly realistic physics and 3-D 
polygon graphics which marked a new 
era of racing games. 

Arcade manufacturers were quick to 
pick up on new 3-D technology and its 
application to the racing experience. In 
its final days as an arcade powerhouse, 





Atari created a racer called Hard Drivin’. 
It was not the most exciting game by any 
means but it used 3-D technology to 
recreate a simulated experience of 
driving a real car around a stunt track. 
The cabinet had fully working dials and it 
even came complete with clutch control 
for added realism. 


The Power Of... 


Shortly afterwards, both Sega and 
Namco exploited 3-D graphics to create 
arcade racing games. Sega’s Virtua 
Racing and Namco’s Winning Run both 
placed the racer in the fast-paced world 
of Formula One and also introduced the 
idea of racing with your friends by linking 
arcade machines together. 

It wasn’t until 32-bit consoles like the 
Sega Saturn and Sony PlayStation 
appeared that racing games at home 
came close to the quality found in 
arcades. Sega Rally on the Saturn was

DM - What makes SGP different from other 
racing games? 

The realism of the physics and dynamics makes 
for a much more rewarding game experience. 
The car reacts to the environments superbly, 
enabling players to get a real feel for what they 
are doing. In terms of unique features, the stunt 
elements and aerial stunt abilities transcend the 
title way beyond the common racing game. 


DM - What do you think are the strengths of 
the game? 

The strengths of the game lie in the delicate 
balancing and weighting of the cars and how it 
all plays and feels. It looks instantly appealing 
due to the bright, crisp graphics and dynamic 
responses offered by the physics engine. At 
Team 17 we try and develop games that 
ultimately play really well and SGP is no 
exception. The nuances in the dynamics of each 
make for an inordinate amount of play-time 
perfecting and honing your skills. 


DM - The graphic engine of Stunt GP is 
impressive — what was the biggest challenge 
for you? How long have you been developing 
the engine? 

SGP’s engine is a number of elements put 
together. The graphics look even better since 
they are calculated with real-time physics which 
emphasises the movements and makes it look 
realistic and natural. The dynamics modelling 
also serves to animate the vehicles, especially 
the independent sprung suspension for each 
tyre, and this again serves to amplify the quality 
of the graphics. The rendering engine shouldn't 
be forgotten either as this visualises the whole 
environment. The biggest challenge was a 
combination of tying up the physics and 
dynamics, and in particular the collision 
dynamics which was a very difficult task. The 
various engine-components of the technology 
and their tools have been developed over the 
last 2 years. 


DM - What game modes are available other 
than just straight racing? 

We plan a whole host of different game modes 
and challenges. Because the physics and 
dynamics allow us to do so much more, we will 
feature spectacular challenges to test the 
driving skills to the limit.

Kalisto Interview 
DM - How did the concept of 4Wheel 
Thunder come about? 

The game was first presented at E3 1999 on 
Sega's booth under the name ‘XLeration’, which 
was a rally game. At this time, no publisher had 
signed a definitive publishing deal for the game 
and the development was 40% complete. Then 
we met Midway Home Entertainment Inc. who 
showed a good interest to the game. We signed 
the publishing deal for the Dreamcast version 
through Europe and US late summer ‘99. 
Midway suggested we call it ‘Offroad Thunder’ 
as a part of its line of racing games, started 
with Hydro Thunder. We therefore adapted the 
car designs and the engine to match the off- 
road concept. 





DM - Did you have to create a new engine for 
the game? 

We started this game from scratch because we 
wanted to fully utilise the Dreamcast technical 
features. For the very first time it was possible 
to think out a game on console the same way it 
has been for PC games. We have developed an 
original physics/dynamics engine totally thought 
out for the evolution of various gameplay 
options in future game developments. 


DM - What's the aim of 4Wheel Thunder? 
4Wheel Thunder has been designed to express 
the blend between simulation and arcade. We've 
also implemented money management, bets, 
power-ups and many funny game modes for 
more depth of gameplay. Full driving 
entertainment is a concept we want as many 
people as possible to share on Dreamcast, from 
hard core gamers to casuals. 


DM - Is this an original title for the 
Dreamcast? 

Yes, it is an original on Dreamcast, but the game 
is also planned for PC but after the Dreamcast 
release. Actually, our engine allows development 
of the two versions simultaneously. 


DM - Does the game make use of the 
Dreamcast’s Internet capabilities? 

We have the ability to develop this for 4 Wheel 
Thunder but time delay on the Internet 
development kit meant we could not implement 
this for our release deadline of March 2000 


DM - How many courses are you going to 
have in the game? Can you describe some 
of them? 

There are 12 tracks in six real-world locations 
using a mix of stunning long range outdoor 
tracks and intense high-pressure indoor arenas.

You 
assume the role of Raziel, a former 
member of Kain’s vampire council who 
was Cast into the Lake Of The Dead by his 
master after he surpassed Kain’s 
greatness. After being resurrected by the 
Elder, Raziel’s mission becomes clear — 
stalk the land of Nosgoth, slaughtering his 
former brethren and claiming their souls 
before taking on Kain himself. Hmm, nice. 


Garlic Sandwich 


No matter how much you try, it’s 
impossible not to compare Soul Reaver 
to that other rather top-notch 
adventure/platform/killing lots of nasty 
things game, Shadow Man. After all, 
they both have a great deal in common -— 
both feature the typical ‘anti-hero’ who 
is Out to save the world but must 
commit various atrocities himself to do 
it. Both titles are set in a dark, 
nightmarish world oozing atmosphere 
where evil runs rampant with nothing to 
tame it. Oh, and there’s also the whole 
running/jumping/slaughtering enemies 
thing too... don’t forget that. 

Don't panic though — thankfully this 
isn’t just a shameless rip-off of a tried 
and tested formula.

In fact, far from it — 
there are a few glaring problems that 
make playing Soul Reaver a rather 
soulless experience (ho, ho). For starters, 
the sprawling nature of Raziel’s world 
means that while things start off 
reasonably simple, the whole question of 
where to go next gets tougher to answer 
as you progress through the game. The 
various hints given by the Elder and other 
characters along the way go some of the 
way to point you in the right direction 
but their rather vague comments can 
sometimes just end up confusing you 
even further. 

One of the main reasons why it’s so 
hard to spot where you're going next 
though is because the camera moves 
about a little bit too freely. Having to 
constantly realign the viewpoint because 


you've changed direction twice in the 
space of five minutes is a pain in the arse 
at the best of times, but here it’s just 
plain annoying. Add to this the fact that 
you might miss that vital item/switch/ 
hidden cave entrance simply because the 
camera shifted too far to the left means 
that you might wander round for hours 
with no clue of what to do next. 

Sadly though, the main complaint that 
can be levelled at Soul Reaver is that 
sometimes it can be just a tad boring — in 
several instances, there won't be any 
vampires to kill for ages as you wander 
around previous areas looking for 
something new to uncover. Many of the 
puzzles revolve around the same pull 
switch/move block/open door scenario 
and while this is fine for much of the 
time, it occasionally gets a little repetitive. 

However, don’t get us wrong, there's so 
much that’s good about this game that 
only the most cynical of gamers won't 
consider it a genuine masterpiece. Never 
has a game looked so amazing, played so 
well or provided such an atmosphere that 
it actually sent shivers down our collective 
spines.

direction, stopping them dead in their 
tracks.

Visually, Slave Zero is very much a case of 
double standards. The environments 
throughout the game are impressively 
awe-inspiring, as edifices reach for the sky 
and the dwindling stars, casting everything 
else in shadow and creating an 
atmosphere that is suitably eerie for such 
a game.

Where Slave Zero really loses out is in 
the audio department.

This visual feast is best represented in 
the Replay mode, where you can 
manoeuvre the camera as you like, 
zooming in on the action, swivelling 
around it and generally doing what the 
hell you like. It’s here that you can really 
see the detail on the players’ faces and in 
their composition — it is undoubtedly one 
of the best features of the game. It’s not 
all rosy in this graphical Garden of Eden, 
though — there is a worrying amount of 
clipping, no doubt as a result of the 
polygon consuming characters, and this 
does take the glow off an otherwise near- 
perfect display.

‘ There is one another minor blip on this 
otherwise smooth trek along the dusty 
and rarely trodden track to the summit 
of success and gaming perfection.

For all the greatness 
of the graphics, audio and choice of 
options, it seems that their success has 
come at the expense of the gameplay.

Driving Skills 


Crazy Dash 

If you release the accelerator 
and then press it again 
simultaneously with the B 
button (Drive), your taxi will 
enjoy a sudden burst of extra 
speed. The Crazy Dash is best 
used after you have dropped 
off a customer as it will get 
you going again quickly. It’s 
also good to use when there 
is an open piece of road to 
help you get to your 
destination faster. 


Crazy Drift 

Whilst driving, put the taxi 
into reverse before putting it 
back into Drive, then turn 
sharply to perform a Crazy 
Drift, otherwise known as a 
hand-brake turn. This is useful 
for turning sharp corners 
without losing time.

Crazy Stop 

To save time when dropping a 
customer off, if you put the 
taxi into reverse as well as 
braking just as you reach the 
drop-off area, you will come 
to more of an abrupt stop, 
therefore saving time. 


Drift Stop 


The Drift Stop combines the 
Crazy Drift with the Crazy 
Stop as you skid to halt. It’s a 
difficult skill to master but is 
an essential one to learn if 
you are to succeed. 


Crazy Thru 

A Crazy Thru is when you 
drive in the gaps between 
cars. You will get tipped 
depending on how fast you're 
going and what side of the 
road you're driving on. You 
will get either $0.25 or $0.50 
for passing cars going in the 
same direction, depending on 


how fast you are going, and 
$0.50 or $0.75 driving 
against the traffic. Combos 
only last as long as you don’t 
crash into other vehicles. 


Limiter Cut 

The Limiter Cut is probably 
the hardest manoeuvre to pull 
off. First perform a Crazy 
Dash, then let off the 
accelerator before quickly 
putting it into Reverse and 
then Drive again. Then slam 
the accelerator down again 
and the car should perform a 
Limiter Cut, allowing for a 
prolonged period of speed 
providing you don’t crash.
